In submitting the Balance Sheet of The Margaret Eaton School, 
for the year ending June 30th, 1933, I wish to make the following 
observations 

(1) The Savings Account balance has been tactically wiped out, 
having been reduced from 06269,05 at June 30th, 1931 to $33*82 at 
Juno 30th, 1933. The total cash on hand and on deposit is insufficient 
to take care of the accounts payable, which consist chiefly of a 
balance of $1078.00 unpaid in favor of Idss Hamilton. If the present 
rate of depletion continues, it 3eems inevitable that the Company will 
be called upon for assistance next year. 

(2) K very undesirable increase has taken place regularly since 1929 
in the amount of accounts receivable. The figures are as follows:-

1'lss Layton does not wish any of these written off, as she is confident 
of collecting at least the greater part of the indebtedness, although 
I on of the opinion that they are very largely of the nature of bad 
debts. However, in view of the large I033 this year, both in the 
School and residence sections, there does not seem much point in 
writing off any portion of the accounts receivable at the present time. 
It would seem that insufficient enquiry is made into a pupil's financial 
standing at the time of enrolment, though, doubtless, unfoi^een circum- 
stances attendant upon tho depression have been a contributory cause 
of the adverse situation. 

(3) Despite substantial reductions in most of the School expenses, 
including salaries, a considerable loss resulted from operations. This 
was partially accounted for by a drop in fees received of $3615.15. 

k different situation exists regarding the Residence. The premises 
at 39 Dundonald Street were vacated and a new residence taken at 119 
St, George street. The latter pro-dses are considerably larger than the 
fomer, unci while many of the expenses incidental to the residence, such 
as wagesi nsvo been reduced, there h.s been an abnormal increase in the 
cost of services required in operation. These are as follows :-

/aiother point in connection with tho residence ia that the 
increase in size of the premises necessitated the purchase of 
additional furnishings* The total amount expended on furnishings, 
for the year ending June 30th, 1933, was §1023. 75, of which amount 
only $122.18 was expanded for replacements. The sum of $901.57 was 
expended for additional furnishings, which Hiss Layton says were required 
to equip adequately the larger building, apparently, all the 
furnishings from Dundonald Street were utilized, but were inadequate. 
Only the replacements have h: en charged to expenses, the new furnish- 
ings having been transferred to the Private Ledger as an asset. 



(4) Tention should be made of the "Play Groups" which were orr-unized 
during the last year. These were operated in three locations, one of 
which was at the old residence* In two of the locations small losses 
resulted, while in the third case, a small cain was recorded. Sufficient 
was credited to residence receipts, by way of rental for the central 
group at the old residenee, to cause the gain at that place to offset 
the losses at the other locations, so that no balance, either credit 
or debit, resulted. 

I understand that the residence is being kept open this year 
during the summer recess.
